Architecture for ICJS System 




> Create central repository of each individual system (e-Prison, e-Court, CAS, 
Forensic, Prosecution, Finger Print, Juvenile Justice) for sharing fields. 

> Each System will push their data to their corresponding central repository 
or central server would pull the data from concerned module, (it's a Policy 
Matter).
